ling of an eye. The fortress or 
stockade was made of heavy timbers 
and was surrounded by a ditch ten 
feet deep. The artillery could not 
be brought to bear on account of 
the dense timber and bugle sounded 
the charge and perhaps sixty-five or 
tevnnty of the chivalry of Kentucky 
went down as a result of that des- 
perate little battle.

"The inothcr-in-law is 
queen of the household and every 
morning assigns to each woman and 
girl heitask for the day." Methods 
of working as well as patterns are 
trnditional. according to the same 
author, and designs are peculiar (6 
special families or tribes and be- 
come so familiar that the older work- 
ers produce them from memory. 

The art of tying in the yarn has 
to be learned very slowly. The 
younger children are allowed to tie 
in only one solid color on the plain 
background, but when a girl be- 
0NMI fairly expert she is allowed 
to make a whole rug, and traces of 
indi\ iduaality may be looked for 
in her weaving. The two classes of 
nig, Turkish and Persian, are dis- 
tinguished by the kind of knot in 
which they are tied, the Ghiordee, or 
Turkish, the Senna, or Persian, knot 
The number of knots to the square 
inch is one of the tests of value of a 
modern nig, and the fact that more 
can he tied to the square inch in a 
Persian than in a Turkish rug ac- 
counts for the greater fineness and 
consequently greater costliness of the 
former.

CUTTING THROUGH CAPE COD 
• 

Canal That Will Save 120 Miles of 

oa.ling May Be Completed 
Next Year. 

Bo much attention has been given 
to the digging of the srayat ship canal 
aero** tho lathmua of Panama, and. 

locally, much Interest being ex- 
pended In the slow and tedious build- 
ing of the barge canal across New 
York atriiiv thst sight hss almost been 
lost of the Cape Cod canal, which has 
been In progress since June. 1890. 
Thla canal has been projected since 
1620, for the Pilgrims saw the ad- 
vantage of saving this 120 miles of 
sailing around Cape Cod, and the dan- 
ger from the storms thst at season* 
of the year are *ald to be very aevere 
off the cape Itself. In the last 60 
year* there have been 2.131 sailing 
vessels lost on these voyages, snd 
more than 700 lives. It is said that 
more than 3.'."no.n00 tons of freight 
are carried yearly past the mouths 
of th. canal, and the saving In freight- 
age alone will be enough to pay for 
the construction of the canal In a 
very short time. Insurance rates thai 
will be saved In the construction of 
the short cut will be a very large fig- 
ure, for the companies have learned 
that the fogs and gales are very de- 
structive and tha' losses demand high 
premiums upon all cargoes. 

The canal will run from Harnstable 
bay on the south side of Buzzard's 
bay on the north side, and will lessen 
the difference, In distance between 
New York and Hnston by wnter about 
120 miles. It will be largo enough for 
the largest vessels afloat, and It is 
expected that It will bo completed In 
15*1 2. though this statement Is doubted 
by some, as trouble his been had with 
several contractors who have MM 
to complete their work.— Utica Ob- 
server.

HOW TALKING SIGNS WORK 

Mechanism of These Changing Elec- 
tric Light Bulletins Is Intricate 
but Operates Easily. 

The electric light talking sign was 
Introduced to New York about ten 
years ago, one of the earliest If not 
the first one displayed being that at 
Hroadway and Thirty sixth street. By 
changing the firm or goods to be adver- 
tised such a sign becomes a perma- 
nent Investment. This possibility Is 
of equal value to the advertiser, for It 
Is of course less expensive to hire such 
service for a desired length of time 
than to erect a large sign for hU own 
exclusive use. 

One of these talking signs, which Is 
75 feet long, has letters 5 feet high and 
4 feet broad. The space is divided Into 
fifteen monograms, as they are called. 
Each of these monograms contains 
forty-eight changes. That Is. forty- 
eight letters and numerals can be 
shown In successively In that one 4x3 
foot space. Each monogram space Is 
perforated by forty lamps which form 
the forty-eight combinations. 

The changes are controlled by a 
rather Intricate arrangement which, 
according to the Edison Monthly, con- 
sists of a motor with a commutator 
for each monogram. By a system of 
metal dogs, not unlike the Yale lock 
In principle, the arrangement can be 
ao adjusted beforehand that the prop- 
er connections are made with each 
revolution of the commuatator to 
form the letters and figures wanted in 
a certain order. Readjustment can be 
made as often as desired, so that If 
the owner needs to have a new mes- 
sage each night he has only to plan 
out the combinations.

Circuit Court is Making Good 
Progress in Clearing the 
Civil Docket. 



An important case, or rather two 
rompanion c»«es. were tried in cir 
cuit courr Saturday, as a at quel to 
prjw cut ions in court Ia9t spring. 
Chas. Kirtiy and Fred Isbell, two at- 
tendants in the Western Asylum 
•bout two years ago were charged 
with cruelty to Luther Epley, a pa- 
tient from Epley. Logan county. Ep- 
ley was beaten severely, one or more 
of his ribs being broken and one of 
the ligaments of a foot being torn 
loose and other injuries of a more or 
less serious nature inflicted. When 
the facts became known the men 
were promptly discharged and later 
were indicted by the grand jury, 
tried ai d fines imposed. 

Epley was later discharged as cur- 
ed and brought damage suitsagainst 
both men. These were tried at the 
same time, b* different juries. The 
juries were kept apart and the testi- 
mony pres-nted to one at a time, 
there being but few witnesees.Neith- 
er of the defendants was present, 
one of them being in poor health 
and the other financially unable to 
look after the case, except to retain 
an attorney. The juries each return- 
ed verdicts of guilty. Against Kir- 
I y oamagM in the sum of $1200were 
•warded and against Isbell $2U0. It 
is i-i.i i Kirby has some pmperty, but 
Iste h insolvent.
